Vorcano at Sga——A Remanx- 


esting letter has just been received by 
Wm. “Logan, Glasgow, from the Rev. 
Dr. George Turner, missionary, author 
of Nineteen Years in Polynesia, dated 
Sainva, or Navigator's Islands, South 
Pacific, November 29th, 1866. We 
make the following extract: 

Ou the 12th of September, a little 
after noon, a commotion was observed 
in the deep bluc sea, about a mile and 
a half from Olosenga, and three and a 
halt from Tau. It appeared like surf 
breaking over a sunken rock Some 
thought it might bea whale blowing, 
and others that it was a shval of bonito. 
This unusual commotion continued all 
day. and by the following mortring, at 
daylight, vuleanic action was 
takable. At firat the eruptions werd at 
intervals of about an hour. They went 
on Inere asing for two days, and on the 
15th they were 50 in an hour. For 
three days lunger there was one continued 
succession of outbursts. The natives 
gazed In amazement at the great jets 
of mud and dense columus of other 
volcanic matter rising in terrific gran- 
deur 2,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. ‘These again branched out into 
clouds «4 dust, blackening the sky, and 
up Olosenga trom the sight 
of the people on Tau. ‘The roar,of the 
eruptions, and the collision and crash 
-lof the masses of rock met in their 
duwnward course from the clouds by 
Quan- 
tities of fused obsidian, : tov, threw off 
the most lovely fragments, which shone 
and sparkled in the sunshine like thou- 
sand of pendants from a erystal gasalier. 
No fame appeared; ouly once or twies 
was there a gleam scenin the matter 
thrownup. The sea was moat violently 
agitated, and boiled and bubbled furi- 


iameter.
